ciple of law was established today when 
Judges Jenkins. 
Grossc'np. Baker and 


Bunn n:" thv I'nitc-1 States Court of Ap- 
peals h.tncied down a:i opinion to the ef- 
fect that the Western fnlon Telegraph 
Company has a r;£h: of property in the 
neivs that It gathers, and that such right 
does m>i ce.isi- when th« new.-: js published 
on tickers rented to its patrons. In lay- 
ing down this principle the Court of Ap- 
peals affirms two decisions of the lower 
court and forever enjoins the National 
Telegraph News Company, the Illinois 
Commission Company and other compa- 
nies from using the quotations in ques- 
tion.

STANFORD SUBMITS 


FORMAL PROTEST 


PROF. EDWARDS SAtS THERE IS 


MUCH CHILD'S TALK GOING 


THE ROUNDS.. 


BERKELEY, Oct. 2S.—Stanford sent he 


formal protest against Warren Smith and 
Freshman Johnston last night. The pro- 
test was sent by Dr. Frank Angell. chair- 
man of Stanford's Faculty Athletic Com- 
mittee, to Prof. Edwards, who Mils a sim- 
ilar position at Berkeley. There is noth- 
ing new in the letter. 
It. simply states 


formally what was informally stated be- 
fore. 
That Is that Smith and Johnston 


have no right to pluy in the intercolle- 
giate game of November i»th. 


Smith, who is the best half-back on the 


coast and one of Berkeley's strongest 
pluyers, is protested on the ground or 
professionalism because he coached thp 
University of Oregon team last seasoi 
and accepted $400 expense money. Smith 
has already nrovdd to the satisfaction oi 
the Pacific Athletic Association that this 
money was all used in hou>l bills ai-.d 
railroad fares whi!e accompanying th 
Oregon team on its 'trip north "and inti 
Idaho. 
But Stanford will not abide by 
this decision. 


Johnston is protested hecausn he played 
last year with the Colorado School uf 
Mines t-eam and' Is therefore nn-t eligible 
under the "onp year" rule. In thp case of 
Johnston California will accede to Berke- 
ley's demands. 


But in the ca.se of Smith Berkeley be- 
lieves she is in the right and will.main- 
tain her position to the end. This after- 
noon Colonel 
Edwards 
will 
meet Dr. 
Frank Angell at the rooms of the UnU-er- 
sity Club in San Francisco. 
Here they 
will consult with President "Wheelan of 
the University Club. The outcome of till.-: 
consultation will be the appointment of a 
committee from the club to arbitrate the 
matter. 
This committee will begin its 
work of investigation at once, so that the 
matter may be settler! before the game. 
"There is much child talk going the 
rounds." said Prof. Kdwanls this morn- 
ing, 
"to the effect that Stanford will nnt 
abide by the decision ot" the arbitration 
committee and that they will not play if 
Smith Is allowed in Berkeley's llni-Mip at 
the bl? game. And that Berkeley wiil nnt 
play if Smith is disqualliied. 
Htiw the 
matter wiil bp settled we cannot tell un- 
til t)r. Angell. President Whec-lun and 
myself meet this afternoon. 
Hut of one 
thing I am certain—the game on Novem- 
ber Sth will undoubtedly be played."

LYING ABOUT A KING. 


Appearances indicate that lying- ru- 


mors defaming the 
young 
KInff of 


Spain are being systematically circu- 
lated to serve political ends. The stories 
recently 
given 
currency 
may 
be 


ascribed to either the Socialists or the 
Carlists. Possibly both these political 
elements have a hand in representing 
the youthful monarch as being a disso- 
lute scapegrace, lacking in respect for 
his mother or the ministers of state. 
There is a certain fabulous tinge about 
these stories that gives them an air of 
improbability. 


Alfonso is very young yet. He Is a 


fraii, melancholy youth of* seventeen, 
who has been devoted to his mother all 
his life. It is not likely that this quiet, 
shy boy should have suddenly devel- 
oped into a satyr find a bully. It 
is j 


true his grandmother and great grand- 
mother openly Ictl loose and scandalous 
lives, but his father was a high-minded 
virtuous ruler. His mother la one of 
the most estimable women in the royal 
families of Europe. She is a model of 
blameless womanhood, and 
Alfonso's 


mind in infancy -was shaped by her 
teaching. 
• None of the scandalous stories lately 
sent out from Madrid are substanti- 
ated. They can be traced to no authori- 
tative source. 
But it may be observ- 


ed that th? f'ailist faction is very in- 
dustrious in circulating them. The So- 
cialists and anti-Church party are ac- 
tive in giving publicity to rumors dis- 
creditable to tht- young King. 


The object is plain. The church sup- 


ports ihe jhron? in Spain. A close com- 
munity-, of interest exists betweon the 
present dynasty ami the Papacy. The 
enemies of thq dynasty are leagued, 
therefore, 
with 
the enemies of 
the 


church and the enemies of moiuirchial 
government to render Alfonso obnox- 
ious to his people and to discredit him 
In the eyes of the world. He had hard- 
ly ascended the throne of his father be- 
fore he began to be represented as a 
moral pervert, a depraved young brute 
-without sense of decency, filial affec- 
tion or regard for the duties of his sta- 
tion. . 


But the business appears to have been 


a 
trifle overdone. The campaign of 


scandal was carried on with such vigor 
that it defeated its own object. It pro- 
voked inquiry which speedily devel- 
oped the fact that the worst of the stor- 
ies are pure inventions. Lying of this 
sort will hardly drive Alfonso 
from 


his throne. • 


BREED ENDORSES MITCHELL. 


»The card of City Auditor A. H. Breed 
endorsing and commending John Mit- 
chell, Republican nominee for Assessor, 
ts a convincing testimonial of Mr. Mit- 
chell's worth.'It would have been un- 
necessary but for the fact that Mr. Mit-

ESTIMATED COST 


OF BOULEVARD. 


Engineeir 'Figures that itn- 
jSi*ow®m&nts Will Cost 


At a meeting of the City Council last 


night City Engineer Turner submitted 
his estimate for the cost of the. im- 
provement of the 
boulevard 
on the 


shores of Lake Merritt. He estimates 
that the total cost of the improvements 
according to the plans and specifica- 
tions will be $185,000. 


The improvements on the east side 


of the lake are estimated to be $115 - 
647, and those on the west side $09,320. 
This estimate includes ten per cent for 
incidentals and contingencies. 


Without the percentage the estimat- 


ed cost of the east side of the boule- 
vard is $105,177 and that of the west 
side is $60,201. 


After the reading of the estimates, 


j they were referred to the Committee 


of the Whole, in whose hands the rest 
of the boulevard 
improvements are 


now pending.

Be it ordained by the Council of tM 
City of Oakland, as follows: 


SECTION 1. 


All ball moneys and balance ot b*U 
moneys in th::- posavssion of the bailiff oC 
the Police Court which hav<? be*n remit- 
ted by tho Judge at the Police Court and 
which are not railed for, sha.11 b* paid 
into the City Treasury ot the CJty ot 
Oakland by the bailiff of thf PoUc«jp<Mu-£, 
Immediately upon the explra-tlon* of «, 
period of six months from tho last day 
of the month In which the final dl*po«1- 
tion of the ca.se or cases from which «Ud 
bail moneys come is made by the gadd 
Police Court. 


SECTION 2. 


The provisions of this Ordinance sh*U 
•apply to all moneys now in the hands ot 
the baf.iff of the Police Court of the 
t-la.ss herein designated ar.d to ell such 
moneys as shall heroaf'frr come Into tne 
hands of said bailiff of the Police Court.
